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Senate advances 
US budget bill, 
shutdown threat 
remains

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
With the clock ticking toward 
a passible US government 
shutdown, the US Senate 
voted unanimously Wednes¬ 
day to advance a stopgap 
spending bill that would 
av di d fe d eral cl □ sur es 

The 100-0 vote masks 
deep divisions within Con¬ 
gress over what course to 
take in the next five days tD 
thrash out a temporary meas¬ 
ure that funds government 
operations beyond Monday, 
the final day of the current 
fiscal year. 

The Senate now begins 
debate on a measure, origi¬ 
nally passed by the Republi- 
can-led House of 
Representatives, that funds 
government at current levels 
through December 15, but 
which also strips President 
Barack Obama's three-year - 
old health care law of all its 
handing 

The Senate's Democratic 
majority leader Harry Reid 
has vowed to strip the bill d£ 
lire healtlr care provision, ni¬ 
si sting that no 1 e gi si ati an th at 
defunds so-called "Qba- 
macare" will pass his cham¬ 
ber. 

E.eid said he will also 
amend the budget bill to fond 
govemm ent until N ov emb er 
1 5 instead of mid-December. 

The Senate is on track to 


pass its legislation by "some¬ 
time on Sunday," Reid sad. 
leaving the House 4S hours 
or less to either pass the 
amended bill or send a re¬ 
worked counteroffer back tD 
the Senate 

"I would hope we can ex¬ 
pedite tins, ' E.eid said, refer¬ 
ring to possible agreement by 
Republicans to compress the 
time needed before the next 
procedural vote. 

"We have a lot to do and I 
hope we can get there as 
quickly as we can." 

If no spending agreement 
is reached, government agen¬ 
cies would begin shutting 
their doors Tuesday, and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of federal 
workers would be ordered tD 
stay home with no pay 

But in a sign of the divi¬ 
sive nature of the debate, 
conservative Senator Ted 
Cruz took to the Senate floor 
beginning Tuesday for an ex¬ 
tra o r dm ary, 2 1 -h our sp e e ch 
railing against Qbamacare as 
"the biggest job killer in this 
country. 

"The American people 
want to stop tins madness, 
and so do 1,“ Cruz said. 

Many Republicans have 
expressed opposition to the 
strategy warning it could 
backfire and not leave the 
House enough time to con¬ 
sider the Senate measure.

Announced originally in 
April, paperwork snafus had 
postponed the actual work, 
but now the praj ect is back on 
track Aruba's Prime Minister, 
Mike Email was welcomed 
by the Director of Operation 
of the Aruba Airport Author¬ 
ity, Jurgen Benschop, far the 
informal ceremony 

Traffic at the airport will be 
s om ewhat m ca nvem ences for 
a short time, projected com¬ 


pletion for the project winch 
should be in frill swing in a 
week or two, is around four 
months. The parking facility 
will be closed down in sec¬ 
tions as the work progresses, 
but an area that was formally 
reserved for busses, to the 
right of tire entrance, will be 
used to handle any overflow. 

The proj ect tender was 
made public in 3011 and 
Pfixx Solar NL has been 
awarded the contract for the 
design and construct!on of 
the park, which can provide 
3.5 MW of energy, enough to 
power at peak performance 
2,000 homes When com¬ 
pleted, it will be the largest 
photovoltaic carport in the 
Caribbean.

signed a UN treaty Wednes¬ 
day to track exports of 
firearms and other conven¬ 
tional weapons, offering a 
major boost to the pact de¬ 
spite apposition at home 
The United States is the 
world's largest exporter of 
conventional arms, account¬ 
ing for 30 percent of the $90 
bill ion global industry. The 
landmark treaty aims tD curb 
weapons shipments to ex¬ 
tremists and conflict areas 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry, signing on behalf of 
the United States in an over¬ 
sized book at the UN head¬ 
quarters, called the treaty a 


significant step 1 far global 
peace efforts 

"Tins is about keeping 
weapons out of the hands of 
terrorists and rogue actors," 
Kerr/ said 

"Tins treat 1 / strengthens 
our security and builds global 
security without undermining 
the legitimate international 
trade in conventional arms," 
he sard 

Hie Senate needs to ratify 
the treat 1 /, which has quickly 
galvanized US conservatives 
who are deeply suspicious of 
botli gun regulations and the 
United Nations. 

"Hus treaty will not di¬ 
mmish anyone's freedom," 
Kerry said

Pakistan quake death toll 
surges above 300 



AWARAN (AFP) - Desperate 
villagers m southwest Pakistan 
clawed through the wreckage 
of their ruined homes Wednes¬ 
day, a day after a huge earth¬ 
quake struck, killing more 
than 30D people and creating a 
new island off the coast 

The 7.7-magmtude quake 
hit an Tuesday afternoon in 
Baluchistan province's remote 
Awaran district — a dirt-poor 
expanse of land that is ra uglily 
the size of Wales 

At least 32E people have 
been confirmed dead and more 
than 450 injured, according to 
the Provincial Disaster Man¬ 
agement Antlionly (PDMA) 
and the Baluchistan govern¬ 
ment 

hi the village of Dalbedi, the 
earthquake — Pakistan's dead¬ 
liest since the devastating 
Kashmir quake of 2005, which 
killed 73,000 — flattened some 
25D houses, an AFP photogra¬ 
pher said 

Bewildered villagers dug 
with their hands through the 
rubble of their mud houses in 
Dalbedi to retrieve what was 
left of their meagre posses¬ 
sions 

Their simple houses de¬ 
stroyed, they used rags, old 
clothes, (sheets and branches to 
shelter they families from the 
sun 

Fanner No or Ahmed, 45, 
said the strong tremors lasted 
for two minutes and turned 
buildings m the village into 
piles of mud 

"We have lost everything^ 
even our food is now buried 
under mud and water from un¬ 
derground channels is now un¬ 
drinkable b ecause a f excessive 
mud in it due tD the earth¬ 
quake," he told AFP. 


Jan Muhammad Buledi, 
spokesman for the Baluchistan 
government, gave the death 
toll and told AFP it was likely 
to rise as rescue teams reach 
more villages in the area, 
which has been rattled by 
more than a dozen aftershocks. 

More than SOD,ODD people 
had been affected by the quake 
across six districts — Awaran, 
Keoh, Gwadar, Panjgur, 
Chagin and Khuzdar -- he 
said 

"People are still trapped 
under the rubble but it is a 
huge disaster and it will take 
time to reach and rescue all the 
people," he said. 

PDMA official Ahmad 
Nawaz confirmed the death 
toll and said the injured num¬ 
bered 49S. 

Hie authorities have priori¬ 
tised finding the injured and 
getting them to hospital, but 
the task is hampered by the 
area's remoteness and the lim¬ 
ited infrastructure. 

Hie) 1, are aiso trying to pro¬ 
vide tents to shelter the thou¬ 
sands left, homeless 

Hie army has rushed med¬ 
ical staff and troops to the dev¬ 
astated area to help with 
rescue efforts, along with 
seven tonnes of food and a 
tonne of medicine. 

Some of the injured were 
being treated in hospital m 
Karachi A man who gave his 
name as Hass a, from a village 
in Awaran, more than 250 kilo¬ 
metres away, described the 
moment the quake hit 

* My house swung Ed one 
side and then it swung another 
and then all of it caved in. 
When I regained my senses 1 
was m Awaran hospital," said 


Hassa, who was later taken 
from there to Karachi ' I don't, 
know whether my children 
and other members of my fam¬ 
ily are alive or not" 

The scale of the temtoiy in¬ 
volved is daunting. Awaran's 
population is scattered over an 
area of more than 21,000 
square kilometres (3,000 
square miles). 

Baluchistan makes up about 
45 percent of Palastall's area 
but is the country's least p opu- 
lated and least developed 
province. Hie areaisalsorife 
with separatist and Islamist 
militants as well as bandits 

Tremors were felt on Tues¬ 
day as far away as New Delhi 
and even Dubai in the Gulf 
while people in the Indi an city 
of Ahmed ab ad, near the border 
with Pakistan, ran into the 
streets in panic. 

Tuesday's quake caused a 
new island to appear close to 
the coastline at Gwadar, 
prompting astonished locals to 
rush to the shore Ed take a 
look. 

Experts said a similar small 
island appeared at the same 
place m the sea after a major 
quake in 1945 but disappeared 
after some time Hiey expect 
the same to happen this time. 

Baluchistan, Pakistan's 
largest province, is beh eved to 
have substantial gas and oil re¬ 
serves, but it is a flashpoint for 
gro wing s ectari an vi ol en ce 
and has suffered attacks by 
Taliban militants. 

It also faces an ongoing sep¬ 
aratist insurgency which began 
in 2004 when Baluch rebels 
rose up to demand a greater 
share of profits from the 
province's mineral resources

“threatening tweets" were 
made, police said m a state¬ 
ment 

The tweets were made on 
Tuesday night saying there 
would be a bloodbath at a 
V&D shop on Wednesday at 


II 50 am , with at least 10 
d ead, Dutch me di a rep orte d 

Hie author of the tweets 
said he or she would carry out 
the attack in retaliation for 
being fired, presumably from a 
V&D shop.' 

Police said that the tweet 
and the user's twitter account 
had disappeared and that they 
were trying to identify the 
sender 

Several other shops in 
Haarlem decided to shut down 
while others remain open, po¬ 
lice tweeted, as a police heli¬ 
copter flew over the city

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Canadian doctor makes posthumous 
assisted suicide plea 



OTTAWA (AFP)-ACanadian 
microbiologist who reassured 
a frightened nation during the 
2003 SARS crisis, ignited a 
controversial debate with a 
posthumous plea on Wednes¬ 
day for assisted suicide. 

Dr. Donald Low of 
Toronto's Mount Sinai Hospi¬ 
tal passed away on September 
IS at age 6S, seven months 
after being diagnosed with a 
brain stem tumor 

Eight days before Ins death, 
he recorded a video -- just re¬ 
leased on YouTube - pleading 
for Canada's laws to be 
changed, so that he and other 
terminal patients could choose 
the tune and manner of their 
death. 

Doctor-assisted suicide is 
illegal m Canada 

* I'm going to die What 
worries me is how I'm going to 
die," he says in the video, de¬ 
scribing his failing health. 

"Am l going to end up 


being paralyzed and have to be 
cam ed fr om the bathroom to 
the bed, am 1 going to have 
trouble swallowing what the 
end is going to look like, that's 
what is bothering me the 
most. 1 * 

He noted that palliative care 
made death "a bit easier to 
face," but could not take away 
his symptoms. 

Low in the video was criti¬ 
cal of opponents of assisted 
suicide, and said it was an op¬ 
tion lie would have availed 
himself of. had it been legal. 

"I wish they could live in 
my body for 24 hours and I 
think they would change their 
opinion. I'm just frustrated not 
being able to have control over 
my own life, not being able to 
make tlie decision for myself 
when enough is enough 

"Why make people suffer 
for no reason when there's an 
alternative. 1 just don't under¬ 
stand," he said. 


A spokeswoman for Cana¬ 
dian Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay said the government 
has no plans Id reconsider the 
issue, reminding that a majority 
of parliamentarians voted m 
2Q1Q to maintain the status quo. 

"The laws surrounding eu¬ 
thanasia and assisted suicide 
exist to protect all Canadians, 
including those who are most 
vulnerable, such as p eople who 
are sick or elderly or people 
with disabilities," said 
Mac Kay's press secretary 
Paloma Aguilar 

Low's plea comes 20 year's 
after the Supreme Court re¬ 
jected the legal challenge of 
one terminally ill patient Sue 
Ro dngu ez 1 s against phy sa a an - 
assisted suicide 

Since then, several more 
challenges have been filed 
across die country 

A court in westernmost 
British Columbia last year 
struck down die ban calling it 
discrimin ato ry di sprop orti on - 
ate and overbroad. The federal 
government is appealing die 
ruling. 

Quebec unveiled in June a 
proposed law to allow doctor- 
assisted suicide, expected to be 
passed into law in the coming 
months, bumping up against 
the federal criminal law. 

Low's video ends with a 
message. "He did not have the 
death he had hoped for, but he 
died in his wife's arms and he 
was not in p am " "But I can tell 
you that, was not a dignified 
death that he died " 


Pollution deadlier than road 
accidents in Sao Paulo 



SAO PAULO (AFP) - Air pollution kills more people an¬ 
nually than road accidents in Sao Paulo, Brazil's most 
populous city which will host the opening game of the 
2014 World Cup, a study found. The survey by the Health 
and Environment out Tuesday said at least 4,655 people 
died from pollution-related ailments in the city which is 
home to 11 million, compared with 1,556 killed in 
crashes. With four million vehicles clogging the city 
streets every day, pollution was also a bigger killer than 
breast cancer and AIDS, it added. With a total population 
of 42 million, the state of Sao Paulo is also Brazil's most 
populous and the annual average of pollutants in the air 
reaches 20 to 25 micrograms per cubic meter, much 
higher than the 10 micrograms tolerated by the World 
Health Organization.

The Swiss Federal Adminis¬ 
trative Court upheld a bid by 
Bern to confiscate more than 
$5 million (four million euros) 
m Swiss accounts opened by 
Duvaiier and Ins entourage 
during his 15 years in power 
Tire legal case to return the 
money to Haiti was "valid be¬ 
cause the assets in question 
had been obtained illicitly," the 
appeals court said in a state-

Pechtold then pointed out 
that Wilders has been making 
approaches to nationalist par¬ 
ties such as Belgium's Via am s 
Blok, the Lega Nord in Italy 
and France's Front National. 

'How do you respond to Ma¬ 
rine le Pen's wish to see Jewish 
skull caps banned? 1 Pechtold 
said. 

Wilders, who has made no 
secret of Ins efforts to form a 


pan-Euro p ean alliance with na¬ 
tionalist parties to fight next 
year's EU elections, again re¬ 
fused to comment. 'I am not 
going to re act,' he said before 
stating that Pechtold 'is too 
miserable to ment taking seri¬ 
ously'. 

Wilders went an to say he 
was proud of Saturday's 
demonstration and of everyone 
who attended. 

'It goes without saying that 
die PVV and its thousands of 
supporters have nothing to do 
with extremism and antt-semi- 
Kism. The PW has nothing do 
to with that sort of idiocy, 1 the 
PVV leader said.

Tour promoter slams 'absurd* 
Jackson damages claim 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Hie 
promoters of Michael Jack¬ 
son's doomed last tour 
slammed as 'absurd' Wednes¬ 
day a massive claim by his 
family for damages over the 
pop icon's 2009 death. 

A lawyer for AEG Live, 
making his closing argument at 
the end of a five-month trial, 
said tlie promoter would never 
have funded the “Tins Is It" 
tour if it knew the star was 
playing "Russian roulette" 
with Ins own health. 

On Tuesday, the Jackson 
family's lawyer, closing his 
own case in a Los Angeles 
courtroom, proposed a figure 
of $290 million for non-eco- 
nciinc damages, as well as an 
unspecified sum for economic 
damages. 

Jackson lawyer Brian Pan 
ish cited accountants' analyses 
of Jackson's potential future 
earnings of between about 
$900 million and $1 6 billion, 
but s ai d th e jury wo ul d h ave to 
decide its own figure. 

AEG Live's attorney Mar¬ 
vin Putnam said Wednesday a 



■claim on such scale was ridicu¬ 
lous 

"Their dollar amount is 
$1.5 billion dollars. They 
Inn da rushed through that," he 
said, referring to the studies 
cited by Pamsh the previous 
day, including in slides shown 
m court. 

“I'm sorry, that's an absurd 
number And they haven't even 
remotely proved it." 

Jackson died on June 25, 
2009 from an overdose of the 
anesthetic propofol at his 
rented mansion outside Los 
Angeles, where he was re¬ 
hearsing for the "Tins is It" 
shows at London's 02 Arena. 


He was 50 years old. 

Dr Conrad Murray, a cardi¬ 
ologist, was convicted of in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter in a 
criminal trial in 2011 for giv¬ 
ing the drug to the star -- who 
suffered from chronic insom¬ 
nia -- to help him sleep. Mur¬ 
ray was j ailed far four year's. 

In tire civil trial, the singer's 
mother Katheime Jackson, S3, 
alleges that AEG Live negli¬ 
gently hired an inappropriate 
and incompetent doctor and 
missed a series of red flags 
about lus failing health in tire 
run-up to Ins death 

Referring to the nightly 
propofol infusions given to 
Jacks on by Murray, the lawyer 
said "AEG never would have 
agreed to finance this tour if it 
knew that Mr Jackson was 
playing Russian roulette in his 
bedroom every night." 

Jackson was "responsible 
for his own health certainly 
Ins own healthcare, and he's re¬ 
po nsible for lus own choices, 
no matter how bad those 
choices turn out to he,' 1 Putnam 
said

(AFP) - Jesus Christ was the world’s first tweeter be¬ 
cause his pronouncements were "brief and full of mean¬ 
ing”, Vatican cardinal Gianfranco Ravasi said 
Wednesday. Christ "used tweets before everyone else, 
with elementary phrases made up of fewer than 45 char¬ 
acters like 'Love one another"’, said Ravasi, the Vati¬ 
can's equivalent of a culture minister. The cardinal 
emphasised the importance of clergy making full use of 
modern-day computer technology. The Vatican has 
stepped up its presence on the internet in recent years, 
initially under Benedict XVI and now under Pope Fran¬ 
cis, who has more than three million followers on Twitter 
in English alone.
